The Duke ol Fatma intrenched himſetfe ſtrongi by 
Noue Chaſteli not far from Decpe, whereof Mount 
ſieur de Vitro was Gouernour, and there in warlike 
manner ſantiſted humſelte with Bari and other 
munbnents to withſt and the ſedaine innaſſon of his e⸗ 
nemtes: pet neither ſo wartlie noꝛ (0 ſtrongl · but the 
kings fozces pla byon him r what —_ 
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by the Kings ower whot ſe valonPGas ech bis 
„ and dꝛawen on by a mut inie of the french 
— that were with him, who could not bzvoke 
the imperious gouernment of the pꝛoud Spaniard, he 
was tonſtraines to bꝛeake vppe bis trench and retire 
home- ward as well as hee might foz his owne fafety, 
Foz though hee had ſundzie Squadꝛons of the French 
that were both the Kings pꝛofeſſed enemies, and of 
the Leagar: pet the French Gentlemen being ſome- 
what hanghtieof themſelues,vid with the moze impa- 
tience ſuſter the inſolence of the commannding and o- 
uer-wening Spaniards. Where vppon the Duke of 
Parma grew offended;andfo2 that ſpeciall reaſon reti- 
red, ache did manifeſt in a letter ſent to Mouplicur de 
Vibliets ganernour at Roan foz the Leager, the con- 
tents whereofare theſe. | 
A tame to aid you, but J could not perfozme what

The.Dicke of Parma dziuen thus fo retire, ſentbe- 
fun bim to take vp a tonuenient plate to lodg his men 
giſome 409-hozſemen,and 8 oo. footmen, but Moun(, 
de Longueuille hearing how they marcht, although 
bis power was but ſmall, vet vpon a zeale to God, his 
Liege and Coantrey,with a determined reſolution ſet 
pppon them, ana in chozt time, diſcomiited them, t put 
zl al them to the t wd Which newes being bꝛought 
to chi Dua at Parma tv , Hee began ſkraight to 
dauht of hiarfelfe, and after conſultation had fo; his be⸗ 
tet fetia, her xxtreated in one night feanen (eagues, 
and ſo her cancinded to paſſe oner the riner of Soan at 
\ Mins 3! mUhioicdapatiieto get ouer the riner at As 
bevilennating faith groathbf, that in the way he left 
behind many Charets and Maggens: in ſome place

impaired. Lhe Ring hearing ol the Duke of Parmas 
retire, 02 rather ſodaine eſcape (to ſhavowe his flight 
with moze honourable names) leaning Roan ſuifict- 
entlie blockt vp with troupes and men ol reſolution te 
leager it in his abſence:amongſt whom M unſieur de 
Giury was one. Then in his awne perſon marcht foꝛ 
ward after the Duke ol Parma, accompanieu with a 
bꝛaue troupe of hozle , with intent taũght with the 
Duke if by any means he might chance to mett him in 
bis ioznep. 

After the Duke thus bad made tis retire from No- 
ue Chaſtell, Mounſieur de Vitrey the goueruoꝛ theres 
of peelded both it and himlelle and alt his ſonldiers;td 
tze number of a hundꝛeth to the merry am fuuour of 
the King, who receiued him with al acuſtomed clemen⸗ 
cie. Beſide that, maſt part ofthe French Gentlemen 
that were of the Leager, whether toucht in conſcience 
that they ſtriue againſt their lawfull Soneraigne , 
doubting that Gad wil ſo lauour — hat 
his enemies chall goe by the woꝛſt, as daily they vor!

the Duke of Parma, thzee hundzed bery well hozf, 
dew themſelues toward Roan, and by the way were 
all ouerth;zowne and ſlaine. 

Further when the king was remoued with lome or 
bis foꝛces to fellow the Duke of Parma, they of the 
Faulcon whichis a Caſtell ſcituate neere bnto Roan, 
did come foꝛth with tws hundzeth hozſez to gene an at- 

tempt vpon the kinges power that was left behinde, 
euery man pꝛomiſing to himſelfe, large ſpoples out of 
the kinges tenfes, but it fell ont contrary to their er- 
pectation, foz Monſicur de Giury, being by ſome ſe- 
crete eſpials, fozewarned of this, was not onely in a 
readineſſe to receiue them, but laide diuers ambuſhes 
to tirtumuent them, placing ſome ſhotte ſo cunningly 
and cloſely, that they found as ſharpe intertainements 
as might bee, foz the kinges power bzake out vppon 
them befoze- and the ſhot ſo galled the hozſe on the o- 
ther ſide, that df two hund2ed, there eſcaped away a-

ment of the kinges part, and the diſmay of themin 

Roan.

| > the truth and his Goſpell : wee 
| * ſhall find that their ſundzie miſs 
haps pꝛeſageth their fall to be nere, and that their ins 
being ripe, wꝛath cannot long be deferd. Bat as Silo, 
fo their pꝛide ſhall vanilh like a ſmoke, and their ruine 
ſhall be like the deſtruction of thoſe ſtue Citties, wher- 
in fiue righteeus p2rſons could not be found out. The 
wealth of Zy2e,the gloꝛie of Sidon, the pompe of So- 
don could not ſaue them from incurring the fatal iudg⸗ 
ment of Gods w2ath , becanſe thep had eaten ſower 
grapes, aad their childꝛens tæth were ſet on edge: ſo 
that they deliuered ſinnes to their poſteritie, and diſ- 
pleaſed the almightte fro generation to generation. 
euen ſo, the Svantards gilden mines, their hautp ſto- 
mackes, their honoʒs, their wo2ldly gloꝛies, no not the 
pꝛaiers of their Cardinals, Abbots. Monks, and Fri- 
ars, their Agnus dei, their holy water, and ſuch traſh, 
cannot with- hold the wzath 4 Cod from them, while

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any ſaid, they kicke againſt the pꝛicke, and are mani- 
feſt perſecutozs of his truth and religion, but he dzines 
them on by degrees, to feele the daunger of their foze⸗ 
warned deſtruction:and to ſhew you an inſtance what 
happened to them of late, it fell out thus. 

Jn Brittanie the Ring of Spaine had two great Gas 
leaſes and foure Gallies, the which hee appointed to 
kepe the ſeas vpon the coaſt of Bzittanie,and ſo along 
from S. Malo to Rochel. Df theſe in Nouember laſt 
returned info Pozfingall the two Galeaſſes and one 
Galley. Of the thꝛee Gallies that remained, this that 
was bꝛought into Kochell was the Admirall, this gal- 
ley bad five and twentie oares of aſide, and to euerie 
dar was chained fiue llaues to row them, and was left 
Admirall foz thoſe which remained behind, Shee bee- 
ing verie wel pꝛouided, both of victuals,ozdinance,and 
other furniture of warre, hauing within her both ma- 
riners & ſouldiers about 500. men, ſome Spaniards, 
others Poztingals, but the greateſt number were of 
Spaine, But their imperious commandings (as the 
Spaniard is moſt inſolent) dzew theſe t wo nations to 
a ſecret tumult and pꝛiuate mutinie, eſpecially ſeeing 
rancour pet remained in the hearts of the Poztingals, 
foz their late abuſe offered fo their king Don Antho- 
nie, and a mozfall hatred fretted the mind of the Spa⸗ 
niard, leaſt the Poztingall might in time make recone- 
rie of their loſſes. Ennie thus burning in both partes, 
it grew vnto ſuch a contronerſie, that the matter was 
faine to bee taken bp by the chiefe Captaine and other 
p2incipall Gentlemen and officers in the ſaide Gal- 


ley. | 
The Capfaine being a Spaniard, and his Ancient 
beeinga Poztingall , vppon this ſpeciall mutinie that 
grewe th2zough vnknowen grudges, dealt ſo with per⸗ 
ſwading reaſons and faire ſpeches , that _

them two, they appeaſed the bzawle, and ſef downe a 
pꝛeſent ozder foz puniſhing of the chiefe offenders: lo 
that pꝛeſently there were hanged thz& Poztingals, fo 
the great terrour and affrighting of the reſt. They in 
the Galley , loking when anye of the Spaniardes 
ſhould be hanged foz the ſame offence; but ſœing no in⸗ 
tent meant by the Capfaine, to the puniſhment of the 
Spaniard,the Ancient-bearer toke it in verie il part, 
and the mo2e, that the Captaine vttered ſome woo2ds 
of diſgrace againſt the Poztingals and their king, The 
want of execution, and the oppꝛobꝛious ſpeeches vied 
to himſelfe and the ſtate of Poztingall, made the Anci⸗ 
ent to murmure, which the Captaine perceining,dzew 
to Bell Ale, there to pꝛouide better foz his ſafetie: but 
the Ancient being as politicke as he was, pꝛouidentl 
pꝛoued to take occaſion as fitted his turne, firſt to deale 
with the Parriners, who were the rather pliant to his 
motion, in that they were Poztingals: ſo that hee wan 
them eaſilie to the reſolute execution of his purpoſe, 
which was to be reuenged fatally vpon the ſpaniards: 
bauing thus bzought the Marriners to his contented 


deterinination,be then bzoake with the Turkes, t the 


other Naues that were in the Galley, pꝛomiſing them 
their liber tie if they would ſcicke to him, and followe 
bis aduice: the pooze, whom ſeruile bondage had deep- 
lie tozmented, beeing in a ſecond hell vppon earth,and 
glad to bee deliuered from his thzaldome, agred all in 
one ſimpathie of mind, and ioyfullie pꝛaied and wiſhed 
foꝛ fit and canuenient opoztunitie . In this hope it 
ſo fell out, that they came to Bell Ille, accoꝛding vnta 
the cheife Captaines determination, where hee with 
diuers other Spaniards of moſt account, went on land 
thinking themſelues to bee ſafe when they were there 
ariued, going merrily to their friendes to bee frolicke. 
The Ancient careful, taking time by the * 
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ing the moſt of the Spaniards to bes a ſlæpe by weari 
nes of ſome ſeruice: they had befoze deliuered ares vn 
to the laues which were Turks. Poꝛztingals, french 
men, there with to vnloſe and bzeake their chaines 
when ſome of the Spaniards percetued that weapons 
were deliuered vnto the laucs, they began to be feare- 
ful and ſuſpitious of ſome pꝛeſent mutinie. But while 
they were in this dumpe, they were pzeſcatly ſet vp- 
pon by the Ancient-bearer, Poztingals, CTurkes, and 
Frenchmen his confederates, The Spaniards deſpe- 
rate, ſeeing flight could not helpe them, ſtucke to their 
tackling, and fought luſtelie: but the Auncient-bearer 
armed with reuenge, buckled himſelfe to the ſkirmiſh 
and though he were ſoꝛe wounded, pet hee flew thꝛee⸗ 
ſcoze perſons, and with the helpe of the ſlaues, put all 
the Spaniards to the ſwoꝛd, and ſo hoiling ſailes, bent 
their courſe towardes Don Anthonie their King in 
England. But as they were in this hope, the winde 
came about and blew contrar ie. lo that they were fain 
to put into the bayeof Kochell , On the ſixt day of 
Feb2ttarie , where after diſcourſe made of their 
pꝛeſent fo;tunes, they were well entertained of the 
French. The Auncient-bearer offering in his name, 
and the reſt their ſeruice fo the King in theſe his wars 
againſt the Leagars, graunting in fozme of afre gift 
their Galley, oꝛdinance, and all other pꝛouiſion. The 
barke had ſtoze of oꝛdinance of great value, in ſo much 
that diuers which wer abwꝛd on her, ſaid: that ſhe had 
ſtoze of field pertes, all caſt in b2aſſe, which were carri- 
ed into Rochell to the Kings vſe. Aboue the reſt, there 
was one thing wond2ous and wozth the noting, that 
the Lanthozne that gaue her light, was valued wo2th 
500, pound, and few o2 none ſuch beeing euer ſcene in 
Chꝛiſtendom befoze, it was giuen to the French king 
foz aiewell, Then if the Lanthozne were of ſuch =

the wealth of the ſhip is moze ealllie fo be coniecured. 
Beſide ſhe had great ſtoze of wine and other vicuals, 
ſo that it was imagined, that this ſpꝛing thee ſhoulde 
haue made fo2 new-Yauen in the riuer of Roan. But 
now ſhe lieth tied within the chains of Rochel, There 
came out oł her great ſtoꝛe of people, among the which 
were many ſpaniſh women o2 gꝛoſſe widowes, Be- 
fides it is repozted, that in great bzanerie the Poztin- 
gall is gone to the French King , and all the Turkes 
and other llaues vncommitted and ſet at liberty, to the 
great toy of all god chꝛiſtian hearts, that ioy to heare, 
either the controuerſieo2 confuſton of the Spaniards. 
Thus you heare how God deliuered the Poꝛtingals 
and poꝛe ſlaues from thzaldome by a pꝛiuate mutiny, 
as hee ouerthꝛe w the pꝛide of Babell, whereby wore- 
ceing this comfozt,that as GDDeheriſheth his choſen 
people, ſo hee will confound the deuiſes of ſuch as are 
oppoled enemies to his truth and glozis.
